DEATH OF JOHN T. NOYES. 


Former Master in Chancery Expires in 
North Side Residence After 
Long Illness. 


John T. Noyes, a resident of the north 
side for many years, died at his house, 378

EDWARD SORROWS FOR IRVING. 


England’s King Causes Message of Sym- 
pathy to Be Sent to Family of 
Dead Actor. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Oct. 16, 3 a. m.—Sir Dighton 
Probyn, keeper of the king’s private purse, 
has sent the folowing telegram: 

“IT am commanded to convey to Sir Henry 
Irving’s family his majesty’s and the queen's 
sincere sympathy because of poor Sir Henry's 
death. Their majesties say+he will, indeed, 
be a great loss to the profession of which he 
was‘such a distinguished ornament.” 

President Roosevelt has cabled that he 
greatly regrets the sad news of Sir Henry’s 
death. 

That the body of Sir Henry Irving should 
find a resting place in Westminster Abbey 
appears to bea general desire. An editorial 
in this morning’s Daily Telegraph says: 

“The nation will, we are persuaded, ask 
this honor for him with fo uncertain voice, 
and we know we interpret the wish and feel- 
ing of the country when we plead for a public 
interment in the abbey.”’ 

It seems to be beyond doubt that Irving 
sacrificed himself by hard work. He had 
been advised a long time ago to give up 
arduous roles, Hke that of Mathias in *“‘ The 
Belis,”’ owing to the strain thrown on his 
weak heart, and only last week he had been 
reluctantly persuaded to omit “‘ The Bells” 
in future. 

Many interesting touches are revealed in 
the tributes of Sir Henry’s friends. For in- 
stance, Forbes Robertson says that Sir 
Henry toid him it was his financial successes 
in the United States that enabled him to 
create his success at the Lyceum theater in 
London.

The Americans— ik Larms and four other 
entrants—abandoned the contest. 

; Drizzle Mars Start. 

Unfortunately for the thousands of spec- 
tators. attracted to the Tuileries gardens by 
the Grand Prix de l'Aero club, a drizzle fell 
continuously. A strong wind from the west 
blew across the Place 
ising an exciting departure. 

Near the entrance were two of the most 
attractive competitors, La Beigioue belong- 
ing to Comte Hadelin dOultremont, and 
Eden, belonging to Edouard Boulenger. Fur- 
ther on were Le Radio Solaire, a silvery en- 
velope belonging té Paul Borde, the Archi- 
mere, belonging to Georges Blanchet, and 
the famous La Kabylie of Jaques Faure, 
one of the most experienced aeronauts living. 
Then in rows of three and four came the re- 
mainder of the competing balloons, all much 
alike to the inexperienced eye.. Meanwhile 
bands were playing and flags flapped damply 
in the stiff breeze. The crowd buzzed about 
impatiently for the start. 


Eden First to Sail. 

The first balloon should have left at 4:30 
o'clock, but In view of the rain the first signal 
was given twenty minutes past’. The first 
to get away was the Eden, a neat looking 
little baMoon. One by one the huge sandhags 
were unhooked and the pilot swung himseif 
intothe car. A number of soldiers clung firm- 
ly to the ropes for a moment until the word 
“lachez tout "’ was uttered. Slowly at first 
the Eden floated up above the crowd. 
“When the breeze did come the Eden was 
off with a vengeance, It heeled like a sail- 
ing ship before gade and tore across towards 
the east at inc speed, The band played 
the ‘* Marseill .”’ and as the strains floated 
up the aeronaut stood up in the network and 
saluted. Three minutes later he had passed 
out of sight on the journey towards the un- 
' known. 

At varying intervals the remainder made 
equally impressive departures. It was not 
until the last had been swallowed up in the 
dark rain clouds that the public turned home- 
wards.

This is the first time foreigners have un- 
dertaken the journey through the Anghera 
region since the beginning of the revolt last 
year.

In the mélée a workman and a student re- 
ceived saber cuts. The crowd took refuge 
in the university buildings, and the meeting 
was continued there without being disturbed 
by the police. 

During the annual school festival of the 
fifth gymnasium today members in the apdi- 
ence began to hiss the national hymn. A 
panic ensued, and the excitement was aug- 
mented by the explosion of giant frecrack- 
ers. Many persons were bruised in the rush, 
but no one was seriously injured. ~ 

Gendarmes Charge Oortege. 

The body of the late Prince Troubetskoy 
was conveyed to the Nikolai station for re- 
moval to Moscow. A vast multitude and dep- 
utations of students followed the cortége. 
When the procession was nearing the sta- 
tion @ squadron of gendarmes appeared and 
almost at the same moment a revolver shot 
rang out frém the crowd, causing a panic. 
The gendarmes drew their swords and 
charged and dispersed the crowd, mourners 
and spectators leaving quietly in all direc- 
tions. The gendarmes did not use their 
swords, and as far as can be ascertained no 
one. was injured. 

Czar Pays Reformer Tribute. 

Among the-wreaths laid on the coffin of the 
dead: reformer was one of natural orchids 
from Emperor Nicholas.

INSURANCE “GRAFT” SCANDALS 
HURT U. S. FOREIGN TRADE. 


Fred W. Upham, on Return to Chicago 
from Europe, Declares Recent In- 
vestigations Hurt Business. 


While the many life insurance investiga- 
tions, with their attendant scandals and 
graft exposures, may bring about an era of 
honest business transactions in this country, 
American interests in Europe are being given 
a wide berth, because of the feeling of dis- 
trust engendered by the reports published 
there. Fred W. Upham, president of the 
board of review, who returned to Chicago yes- 
terday after a six weeks’ tour of Europe, said 
that the mere mention of an American 
‘‘deal”’ in England, Germany, or Franer 
would cause the conservative business man 
to hold up his hands in horror. 

“We here at home can scarcely realize 
the black eye the American commercial and 
financial name has received in Europe 
through the life insurance scandals in the 
last six months,”’ he said. ‘‘ Practically all 
the American news printed in London and 
Paris papers relates to the insurance scan- 
dala, 

**I was told by European men of affairs 
that American enterprise would require 
years to recover from the damage.” 

That all of the impressions received by 
Americans traveling In Hurope were not such 
ae to bring a blush to their cheeks was 
shown .by the mere mention of the name 
of President Roosevelt. The universal popu- 
larity of the president In European countries, 
says Mr. Upham, is sufficient to compensate 
for the contempt in which business affairs are 
held.

He'said 
something incoherent and continued to hang 
on. The naked man was turned over to a 
Yonkers policeman and sent to a hospital. 
He was able to say that he was Dr. A. 8. 
Knudsen of the City club, New York. 

About that time Policeman Deiple of New 
York found @ man’s clothing scattered on 
the ground under the Manhattan end of the 
Washington bridge. The blue suit was made 
by- a. fashionable tailor, and the hat, shoes, 
gloves, and underclothes were expensive. A 
check book, two cablegrams, and some let- 
ters showed that the clothes belonged to Dr. 
Arthur Sinclair Knudsen, living at the City 


club. 
Favorite Spot for Suicides, 


That point on the Harlem river is a favorite 
one for suicides. The bank is just as smooth 
as a stone wall. Once in the river it is im- 
possible to climb back at that point. . The 
police put it down as suicide and so reported 
it at headquarters, Detectives reached the 
City club to look for the friends of Dr. 
Knudsen and break the news just as a tele- 
phone message came from the Yonkers hos- 
pital. . 

“We have Dr. A. 8. Knudsen of your club 
in the hospitel,” said the surgeon. “ He 
hasn’t any clothes and doesn’t know how 
he got here. What shall we do with him?’ 

W. F,. Wilbour, Mr. Knudsen’s attorney, 
happened to be in the club at the time. 
When he heard the news he started for 
Yonkers, picking up Dr. H. 8. Satterlee. 
Dr. Knudsen was better and he even had 
tried to tell the house physician how he got 
there. 

“I started away from the club last night,” 
he said. “I was afraid—I don’t know why. 
I walked up theavenueandthenIran. That 
wasn't fast enough, so.I took a cab for High- 
bridge. I got out of the cab and started to 
run again. My clothes were too heavy, so 1 
took them off. I remember climbing on a 
freight train, I think. I dor’t remember 
anything more.” - 


Remove Charges as to Suicide. 


The Yonkers police placed Dr. Knudsen 
under nominal arrest for attempted suicide. 
The first concern of Mr. Wilbour was to re- 
move this charge. He persuaded the ice 
not to hold Dr. Knudeen and later brought 
him to New York. He was taken to the house 
of a friend. His condition is not serious. 

Trainmen told the police that the last stop 
they made before getting to Yonkers was at 
Spuyten Duyvil, which is two and a half 
miles north of Washington bridge. Kundsen 
could hardly have made that distance naked 
without being seen and stopped, and as the 
tide was running down the Harlem he could 
not have swam it. 

“Dr. Knudsen has “been melancholy and 
his nerves have been in bad shape.

Qskaloosa, Ia., Oct. 15.—Five trainmen were 
killed today at Seaton, Ill., when a heavy 
double header freight, eastbound, on the lowa 
Central, ran into a car on the track at a speed 
of twenty miles an hour. Both locomotives 
and eleven freight cars loaded with grain 
and lumber were piled in a heap. 

The dead are: George A, Catfal, engineer; 
Harry Summers, engineer; Harry Barr, fire- 
man; L. H. Briley, fireman; P. T. Morgan, 
brakeman. All lived in Oskaloosa except 
Briley, whose home was-in Monmouth, IIL 

Brakeman Morgan was driven into the 
earth beneath the end of a box car. Fire- 
man Briley was found dead, but apparently 
unwounded, beside the tangled steel of the 
locomotives. Engineer Summers was caught 
in the cab of his locomotive and cooked by 
steam and water from the boiler. He lived 
several hours, although large pieces of cooked 
fiesh fell from the bore. 

A cow was lying on the ties between the 
rails. It was hidden from view by other 
cattle standing about it. At the sound, of 
the whistle of the approaching train the 
standing cattle scampered away; but the 
forward locomotive struck the lying cow. 

The bovine was crushed under the wheels 
of the pilot truck and rolled along the ties 
for a hundred feet. The animal's blood made 
the rails slippery and pieces of bone threw the 
front Jocomotive from the track. The de- 
railed engine pitched down an embankment 
drawing the second into the ditch, where 
the two machines piled up, crushing the éngi- 
neers and firemen. 

Car after-car crushed itself on the hot 
mass of metal and the wreckage caught fire 
from the live coals of the locomotive fire 
boxes. The conductor and rear brakeman, 
with persons who lived near the wreck, hasti- 
ly took the mangled bodies of the rainmen 
from the burning débris and saved the rest 
of the train from the flames.

H. Darrow, aged 60, shot and 
killed his son’s wife, Lillian Darrow, aged 
25, and then shot himself in exactly the same 
place, the right temple, both dying instantly. 

The tragedy occurred late in the afternoon. 
The hack driver, immediately upon hearing 
the first shot and without stopping to in- 
vestigate, started for the police station. In 
two or three minutes he heard a second shot.

Registered as Man and Wife. 

The cause of the murder and suicide has 
not developed. E. H. Darrow andthe ee 
came to the Arcade hotel in this city 
10, registering as “ B. H. Darrow and wife.” 
They went away, but returned again on Sat- 
urday, and this afternoon started for the 
Milwaukee station, ostensibly to take a train 
for Sloux Falls, the home of Mr. Darrow’'s 
son. 

Mrs. W. E. Darrow, the murdered woman, 
formerly was Miss Lillian Morrison, a school 
teacher from Sioux Falls. Five years ago 
she was married to W. EB. Darrow, and they 
removed to Belle Fourche, South Dakota. 


Trouble with Husband. 


Letters were found onthe woman's 
person, unsigned, but apparently from her 
husband, indicating that they had had trou- 
ble, but protesting undying love for her, 
and saying that the writer was dying ofa 
broken heart. 

The dead woman had no children. The 
bodies were taken to a morgue, and the coro- 
ner will hold an inquest tomorrow. 

BE. H. Darrow’s home wae at Lead, 8. D. 
He was a promoter of the Hidden Spanish 
Mining company of that place. His wife 
lived with a married daughter at Sioux Falls.

The cause of the quarrel between the elder 
Fogilo and Toscano is a mystery. The for- 
mer has refused to make any statement to 
the police. Other witnesses to the shooting 
were unable to tell the police the motive of 
‘the quarfrel. 

Quarrel! Starts in Street. 

Toscano lived in Laporte, Ind., and came 
to Chicago Saturday night. Inthe afternoon 
he met Fogilo, and the men visited several 
| saloons in the Italfan colony, and evidently 
| were going to Fogilo’s home when they quar- 
' peled. The stabbing and shooting followed. 

Fogilo’ s sons, who had been attracted by the 
men’s cries, hurried to the assistance of their 
father. When they arrived Toscano had 
Anthony Fegilo drew a 
revolver and fired several shots at Toscano's 
body. Petero then turned the body over, the 
police say, and fired two shots from his re- 
volver. 

Fogilo, weak from the loss of blood, at- 
tempted to escape, but was arrested by po- 
licemen who had heard the shooting. The 
policemen saw the two Fogilo bo¥s running 
Salle street, but were unable to

Great Audience Is Stirred by the Recital 
of Work Accomplished by the Volun- 
teers of America, : 


Gen. Ballington Booth and his wife rous- 
ingly conducted. the ninth anniversary and 
religious demonstration of the Volunteers of 
America last night at Studebaker theater. 
The doors were thrown open-.at 8. o'clock, 


and more than 3,000 people had to be turned 


away. 

Bishop. Samuel Fallows introduced the 
Speakers, and won the people by referring 
to Mrs. Booth as the “ foremost of the un- 
crowned queens of America.” 

The text of Gen. Booth’s addrese was the 
greatness of little deeds. 

“I could tell,”” he said, “of the 8,000 un- 
fortunate women put into good homes by the 
Volunteers; the 6,500 homeless children taken 
care of; the 29,000 ex-convicts who have béen 


perestes afresh, but, as the Romans said, ‘The 


gods like best the many little deeds.” Our 
institution is one of littre deeds; that is how 
we do our greatest good.” 

In conclusion Gen. Booth exhorted his 
hearers to make the most of their oppor- 
tunities, and to be sure that a kind word given 
at the right time is of as much value in 
helping mankind as are more pretentious 
acts, * 

Mrs. Booth, altheugh she had already 
spoken twice at the Joliet penitentiary in 
the morning and twice at afternoon meet- 
ings, was as eloquent and inspiring as ever. 
She drew tou word pictureg# of her work 
in regenerati ex-convicts, a work for 
which she is known the world over. 

“In going in and out of the many prison 
walis,”’ she said, “ and seeing the 84,000 men 
and women whom men haye judged 
criminals, I have not lost hope. I have seen 
only a mine of possibility and the need ofa 
kind word of encouragement at the right 
tinge and place. I have tried to make my 
point of view that of the Christ, who looked 
at all things as buds of promise. These out- 
cast people should be taught that they, too, 
can help in the world, and that to help is the 
sweetest blessing that can come to one.”’ 

Gen. Booth, as a grand finale, made an en- 
thusiastic plea for financial aid to the work 
of Maj. Gen. Edward Fielding, northwestern 
territorial commander and vice president of 
the Volunteers. The general asked for $500, 
and when the baskets were passed, the audi-

HOMESTEAD PROTESTS PERIL 
CHICAGO GROUP IN NEBRASKA. 


Young Men Who Resided on Tract in Re- 
lays May Lose Land for Violation of 
Residence Law. 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 15.—{Special.)]—Home- 
stead contests in Sioux county threaten the 
disruption of a colony of Chicago clerks who 
filed on about twenty sections of homesteads 
in the spring of 1004, under the Kinkaid law, 
and were building up a prosperous cattle 
business under the name of the icago 
Ranch company. 

Their object in getting the land adjacent 
was to havea neighborhood of their own, and 
help each other prove up on theland. A few 
of the young men always were on the ranch, 
while the others returned to Chicago and 
earned money with which to buy stock. 

On the ground that the homesteaders were 
not residing continuously on the land, the 
Spearman Bros. *of Crawford, neighboring 
ranchmen, some time ago contested five of 
the claims. The government also has filed 
contests, through its special agent, against 
several other claims in the group. The con- 
tests are set for hearing next month.
